Melton Will Recommend the 
Repeal of Law When 
Congress Meets. 


LYING AS A HABIT. 
Recently there was published in the personal organ of 
Henry Ford, the Dearborn Independent, an extended article 
on Southern cotton by some fake economist, who claimed to 
have lived for years in the Yazoo delta and therefore knew 
all there is to be known of the leading product of the South. 
The article was advertised by the Ford interests as the great­ 
est write-up of the cotton situation that had ever appeared. 
But if the article published is a fair index of the writer’s 
knowledge of cotton, then he knows no more about cotton 
than a Congo cannibal does about the inner gates of the New 
Jerusalem. 
The recent demand of Southern cotton growers for 40c 
per pound for their cotton was the demand of profiteers says 
this purblind writer, because, vows he, shippers of Clarks­ 
dale. Mississippi, are making a handsome profit on cotton by 
shipping their product to foreign ports and selling it for 20c. 
This latter price in the opinion of Ford’s prevaricator is 
enough lo make the cotton grower rich beyond the wildest 
dream. 
There is not one negro cotton chopper in the entire 
cotton belt who does not know that 20c cotton spelled ruin 
in 1920. 
When the cost of producing the cotton of 1920 
is taken into consideration every sensible person knows full 
well that 20c would not begin to pay the cost. The last figures 
obtainable show that during the past year it cost at least 30c 
to produce and market a pound of cotton. Yet this egotis­ 
tical ass from Dearborn sees a handsome profit in selling 
cotton at two-thirds the* cost of production, and when he 
publishes his balderdash broadcast the ignorant inventor of 
the tin lizzie brands the story as the greatest article ever 
published concerning cotton growing in the South. 
Henry Ford either for cash or otherwise sees a great 
and growing Semitic peril on the horizon of world politics. 
But if his paid scribblers know no more about the Jews than 
they do about cotton, then his blasphemous attacks on the 
Tribe of Israel are the rankest falsehoods that ever disgraced 
God’s earth.

won’. 
It has been an up-hill fight all the way and success 
has crowned the efforts of the state’s attorneys even where 
success was long considered impossible. 
Few people seem­ 
ed to believe when the case was first filed that Oklahoma 
would eventually win. 
But the state has won its contest and 
won against the heaviest odds. 
The greater part of the credit for this legal victory is 
due to the state attorney general, S. P. Freeling. 
He had 
splendid assistance from W. A. Durant and J. L. Carpenter 
of the state school land department, but he was leader in 
the contest and it was his lucid presentation of the facts 
that won for his commonwealth in the supreme court of the 
United States.

(Oil and Gas Journal) 
W\ C. Breeding, superintendent of 
the Pauls Valley (Okla.) ’school for 
boys, used oil to protect the fruit 
on the farm under his control, from 
the recent frosts, and was successful. 
He learned by 
wire, 
from 
the 
Weather Bureau, how the winds 
w#*re to blow and set his barrage no 
as to keep the smudge among the 
trees. Three changes of the location 
of the cans containing the oil were 
necessary. 
After the wintry storm 
and attendant 
frosts had passed, 
the fruit Was found to be safe. All 
the fruit in neighboring localities 
was 
destroyed. 
Throughout 
this 
state the fruit lobs is figured at 95 
per cent. 
In future years orchardists should 
use an oil 
smoke barrage when 
frosts are threatened, not only in 
Oklahoma, but in all states. This 
method has been utilized success­ 
fully in California, la past years.
